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What is more helpful in discovering the meaning of Scripture than 
to have readily at hand a good collection of different versions? Some have 
even suggested they would rather have a variety of versions than 
commentaries! As the translators of the 1611 King James Version quote 
Saint Augustine in their memorable preface, “ ’Variety of Translations is 
profitable for the finding out of the sense of the Scriptures,’ ” “Therefore 
blessed be they,” the preface continues, “and most honoured be their 
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translations other than the King James, the 1611 scholars urge “that we 
acknowledge them to have been raised up of God, for the building and 
furnishing of his Church, and that they deserve to be had of us and of

T Hus were the heavens, and the earth, and fed, and 
ail the hoafls ofhcaven(both the Angels,and ftarres,) 
and all the furniture ofthe’earthand water (both plants, 
and beafts,and birds, and fifhes) finilbed, by the mighty 
powfr of God,in the fpace of fixe daves. 

And on the feventh day, God having fioifbed the 
thegteat worke of his creation 5 ceafed from any further 
aflofthiskinde, rejoyclng in the vitwof his glorious 
workman ihip^nd sever fince ceafing to preferve order, 
and govern© that wor!d,which be then created. 

And thereupon God gave a fpeciall bleffing to the 
feventh day^nd honoured it with this piiviledge, that it 
fhould be a id ay fet apart to reft and holinefic; that lb by 
thisme^nes, men might be put inmindcof the wonder* 
lull worke of bis creation, and might celebrate that reft 
of their creator. 

Thisischeftory, or juft report of the making of the 
heavens ,and the earthen that beginning of time,where- 
in tbe Lord God (who hath etc mail being in himfelfe) 
gave a being to the earth and the heavens. 

And to every plant of the field, when as before it had 
no being in the earth,and to every herbe that had nor as 
yet bccnc, nor could have beenc, as by any natural 
mcanes: for there bad beene as yet no raine (which is 
the ordinary raeaoes of fruitfullneflc,) font downc 
from God upon tbe earth; neither was there any man 
(as yet) to till the ground, and by his ihduftry and art to 
draw forth any fruit therefrom. 

Onely God canfcd a mift or vapoury to rile up from 
the earth,and to fall downc againe, upon the whole face 
of the ground; whereby the earth was watered, and tbe 
fruits thereof refreshed,till be thought good to fend the 
ordinary and naturallbelpes of her fmltfulnefle.

And the Lord God formed the body of man, of the 
mould of the ground, and inipired and animated him, 
with a living and rcafocabte (pint, which is immortal), 
immaterial!, feparflble from the body: and fo man, con¬ 
fiding of body and foule,became a perfect creature, in- 
dued with life and! reafon, and fucbqoaiitiea, and moti¬ 
ons as were fit to proceed from both* 

And the Lord God planted an orchard,and garden of 
plea fore, in theca fterne traft of thatgoodly and fruit¬ 
ful! country of Edcnjaad there he put the man whom he 
had formed. 

And the Lord God furnifhed, and adorned that gar¬ 
den with all variety of goodly and pleaCani plants, that 
might be dcle&abje either to the eye, or to the tafte,or 
wholfomc fot nourishment: and among ft the reft can- 
led to grow there,that flouriflilng and ficramcncall tree ! 
of life* which as id had vertue topreferve the naturall 
life,fo ferved to fignifie both that etemali life of glory, 
and bleflednefle iq heaven, and the onely author of that 
eternall life, Jcfus Chrift; and therewith alfo, that 
tall tree of knowledge, * the eating whereof fhould caofc 
man (who before knew onely good) to have a wofull 
knowledge and experience of evil 1. 

And fox the commodity of the pIace,God had io lea- 
ted it, as thata river came downe out of Eden; to 
water the garden; and from thence it parted it lelfe into 
foure feverall ftresmes. 

The firft is that dunell of Euphrates which iscalled 
Pifchon,which wafheth upon the land which afterward 
tooke the name of Havtlah (one of the grand-chiJdrcn 
of Ebcr)where there is gold. 

And the gold of that land (as likewife of his brother 
Ophirs) is very pure and fine; and there is lloicof rich 
gummeSjOr pearles^nd preciousftoncs 
‘ The name of the fccond ftreamc, or clianell, is Gi¬ 
hon, which Ho wet h along by delert Arabia; the inhe¬ 
ritance afterwards of Cufti, the fonne of Cham. 

The name of the third ftreame is Hiddekel, or Tigris, 
which floweth eaft ward to Aflyria: And the fourth, re* 
taining the appellation of the whole maine river-is cal¬ 
led Euphrates. 

Then rhe Lord tooke man from the place where hec 
was created; and placed him in this goodly paradife of 
1 Eden, not that hee fhould be idle , and there jpend 
his time ia vaine pleafuie; but that hec might fcwc, 
plant, prune, keqpcanddrefieit, not in any toyiing,or 
affUding labour,but only for his voluntanr,and delight- 
> feUexercife. And 
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And God prefer ibedtrtatva bawiforhir dfer, to this 
cffe&j. Thou fecArwith what plenty, and drfteaoe of 
fruit l have ftoretlthis garden,fort bee-allwhich I leave 
to thy ftccsdioice, add full liberty: feed do whicbfoe-

•, CtoeLytmerreetbereis,which -ioriftiefyaUof thfrifc 
obediencr, 1 forbid thee, and thine totaftfcofj the- tree 
of experience fo good Sc evilljfoteifttodifl regard 4>f the 
event, for fo fooetf ra&ever thou eatefttheftuit therof, 
though akfiirely bee in tbeAireof mortality,' and fhalt j 
leofibly fecfc evident proofed of thy frailty^ aid beikfes 
this btjdilydcath,thy rranigreffion of t his«y Cddudatti 
demotic, fhallbepamfoed fif I fhould deale with rb«e in 
the rigour of my Juftiee)with the reparation of thy body 
and foede from my prefenee for evert 
NOw before this time, even in the lixt day, the Lord

waters. 

For the waters were frill over all that part of the 
Earth, where he fhould have refted, arid'frill coveted 
all the plaines. 

Ana Noah Removed fonie part of the roofc of the 
Arke,that he rriighdooke roundabouthirn, and view¬ 
ing it, found that the u jbper partof the ground, even of 
the plaines appeared dry, that is, not covered over with 
waters* though frill fofr,' arid rriborifh, with the conti¬ 
nuance of that former moifture,ihatit was not yer fit 
for habitat ion. 

And in the fccijndMotictfi V in the twenty Teawnth 
dayofthemoneth (Vhich was lyeare and ten dayes af¬ 
ter rhebeginningoftht* Flood) was the Earth fully dry, 
and fir mej arid habttabl&agairie.

Hebroughtthenrintothepofieflion ofthis promifed 
land,wherehe hath placed his San&uary; and to this ho¬ 
ly hill of Sion, which he hath chofcn to that parpofe,ha- 
ving caft out the I tbufites (who formerly pofteffeditjby 
his mighty power. 

So that he forfookethat Tabernacle of his*which was 
pitched in Shiloh; 8c had no farther rdlpeft co that cbo- 
feo place. 

Andwitball gave up his very Arke, which was the 
ftrengthaodgloryof Ifiaelj and that figne of his pre¬ 
fence, whereby he manifefted his ftiength and glory to 
litae], that Arke did he give up into the hands of the 
Philiftims. 

Then the Lord who feemed to fleep, whiles he wink¬ 
ed at the captivity of the Arke, ftftizod up himfelfe, 
to a revenge of thcfeiofolencies of the Philiftims ; and 
laid about him, as fome mighty Gyanr,whofc fpirits are 
cheated with abundance ofwincjdealing judgements on 
all fides. 

And he fmote the Philiftims with a grievous , and 
fhamefull difeafe, in theirhindcr pans, even with fore 
Bmerods, totheirgreatpaineandreproach. 

Moreover he refufed to dwell any longer in Shiloh, 
which was in the tribe of Ephraim, the fonne of lofeph, 
where his Arke had long {ojourned.

So forte is all the labour of man, which he takeshere 
on earth, unable to make him truly bappy,as that it yeti, 
dethbim no during profit at all • both he, audit, are 
fwept away by death, as if they had never beetle. 

There is no ftabilky herejonc generation of men ge- 
eth, another comes, none ftayethj whiles yet the earth 
the ba left of all dements, and that from whence wee re¬ 
ceived this corruptible lubftance, continueth in her won¬ 
ted efta te, and abides to the endo fth e world. 

A U things are in motion; the fun, and the winde 
whirle about the earth and retume around (after their 
circuitton) to the very place,whence they beganne their 
courfo. 

So doe the watersallb kcepc the fomc courfe of mo¬ 
tion* For all rivers run inco the lea, which againc emp¬ 
ties it felfe, by fecrec convayancesjt hrough the channels 
of the earth, into thole fprings whereof the rivers arifcj 
lb as there is a continued circle in the moovings, and in¬ 
terchanges ofthelccreatures j Butmanpaflctn away at 
once, and appeareth no more. 

All thefe creatures doe (as it wereJ toile thcmlelves 
in their motion^ and all the world, wherein they are, is 
fu Hof trouble and vcxationjit is not in the power of man 
to exprefle the particulars; oo,the very eye of man can 
never have fecne enough),die care of man can never have 
heard enough of the miferable vanities, and irkdome 
conditionsof this earthly life of outs. 

The eye and the care can never come to an end of 
their worke* for there is Hill an interchangeable fuccefli- 
on of their obje&s, that which hath formerly beene,ffall 
be againe, and that which now is done,lball, in the re¬ 
volution of times, come about againe; and there is nei¬ 
ther an end of old occurrences, nor a beginning of new.

and fet upon him in the fury ofhis great, and unrefiftible 
power. 

And I law him aflault the Pcrfan Monarchy, being 
moved with dbolcr, and rage,and fmireir, and break off 
his two great dominions of Media aod Pei fa; and there 
was no power in the Perfan to Hand before him, &c. 


Therefore the Macedonian Monarchy waxed very 
great, and ftrQngt and when it was at the Arocgcft, A- 
Iexander the great (who was the remarkable home be¬ 
twixt the eyes of tbatgoat) (in his returne from his 
Eaftern conqueft) died ; and in bis Head came up 
foure governours, which were the chiefe comman¬ 
ders under him, and divided his Kingdomes amongft 
them; even in all the coafts of the worlds Callander pof- 
fefled himfelfc of Macedonia, Seleucus of Syria, Anii- 
gonus of Alia the leffe, and Ptolomee of Aigypr. 

And (hardy after, the government camming into 
two bands, Seicucusof Syria, and Ptolomee of jfigypc, 
out of the one of them (namely Seleucus) there came 
forth, at laft, a King, which feemed but of final! power 
at his firftbeginnings; even Antibchus Epiphanes', who 
became afterwards exceeding great, extending his do¬ 
minions both to the South ward, and to the Jfaft, and to 
the choice, and pkafautlaad oi Judea. 

And this King grew mighty, and mfolentj daring to 
wane agalnft the God ofheaven. Sc his Saints on earth; 
and agaroft lonac of them be prevailed accordingly;caft- 
ing to the ground, and trampling upon thole that were 
moft noted for piety,and holineffej 
¥da,hepremined to exalt himfelfc fo ferrets to offer 
defiance to the God of heaven*, aod by him, the daily 
facrificc (which God hath injoyned to his people, and all 
the publike fervice required by Gods Law) was taken a- 
way, and the place ofhis fcn&uary defiled and broken 
downe.

Now, when the Centurion , (though a meere hea 
then) and cheRoman fonldiers that were with him, faw 
the darkenefle and the earth-quake, and the manner of 
Chrifts death, his patience, his mercy, his voluntary and 
fweec expiration, they were ft rick cd with great feare, 
laying, Thisjefuswasputtodeachas upon pretence of 
blalphemie, for that he gave onthimfolfc for the Sonne 
of God: but allthefe things plainly (hew that hep laid 
nothing but truths of himfelfe: doobrieffehee^viis no o- 
ther than that he faid ofhimfelfe, the Sonne of God. 

This while, there was no neweseftus Difciples, they

It is true indeed, that the faculties of mans know- 
ledge,and underfUndiog, arc now fooverfpred with 
darkenelleofignoranceand mifconceit,that hee cannot 
rightly apprehend and conceive the things of God; yet 
thetneanes of this divine knowledge are offered, and 
held forth unto him % howfoever the indifpofnion of 
mans depraved nature is fuch,that be dorh not intextaine 
them,and makeufe ofchcmaccordingly. 

There was a man fore-ordained and fcqt from God, 
tobethebarbingerofihat fonne of his into the world, 
whofe name was(as it was fore-appointed by the Angel) 
John. 

The fame came purpofely to beare yicnefse of the 
truth of that Saviour, who is the light of the world* that 
through bis teftimony allmen might be won toabe- 
leefe in Chrift their redeemer. 

This John was indeed a great and holy prophet, but 
hewasnot that light, which God bad for e.prorru feci 
fliould fhine forth into the wortd,fo«heir redemption, 
and falvation* but was onely font to give teftimonie to 
that Mefliah,whofe foie-ronner he was. 

That blcfied Melfiah is hee, which was the true light 
that fhinedfrom heave* • and horn whole beames every 
man in the world that hath-any glimpfeat all of right un¬ 
derfeeding, received: his illumination. 

He was for a time vifibly here in the world, and 
though by his divine power the world was made, yet 
(fo as he was Siroudcd in the fere of* ierva nr) chr world 
did notknow,nor acknowledge him. 

He came to his owne creature man, and that in mans 
ownefhapej hee came rohisownepccuIiar,people,the 
Jewes,(having taken fiefh from one ofrhar nation) yet, 
his owne creature man,his owne countrymen, the Jew ts 
received him BOt. 

But to lo manyofmankinde,asdid by a true faith re¬ 
ceive him, to them he gave this blcfsed priyiledge, that 
whereas formerly they wete aliens from God, and ene¬ 
mies to him, now, they fhould become the fonnes of 
God, heires of falvation. 

Totbero,lfay, which are truly regenerate: w&o be¬ 
tides their natural! birth from their earthly parents, of 
whom they received flefb, and blood, have beeneberoe 
againe, and from the Spirit of God have received anew 
life of grace- which no treaties of nature could pofEbly 
convey into them. 

Aodaschis fubfemiall Word of the Father was from 
«lletemitic,one Spirit with him and the holy Ghoft,fo

in the rime appointed by the determinate couufeli of 
God,he came into the world,and tooke flefli upon him; 
and dwelt among us men,in a plaine,familiar, and foci* 
ahie manner*yet fo,as wee that were his inward and do* 
mcfticaUfollowers, and faithful! difciples, beheld (in 
that meane condition ofbis) many evidenc demon(Ira- 
lioDSOfhis glory and majefty, even fuch glory and ma- 
jefty as was meete fot the ocely begotten Sonne of the 
Eteraall Father. 

For we that are of our felvcs emptie ofallgood, have 
from his infinite bountie, received all the good gifts that 
we mjoy,and thofefpirituall graces which were without 
mcafure inhimfelfe,batb he pica fed in a due proportion 
to communicate iinto us, in thofe feverall mcafures and 
degrees which he knowes fit for us* 

And if your thoughts flyebacke to die ancient courfes 
of Gods favour to bis people by the band of Mofcs, Os if; 
under and by him, grace were conveied to men* yet 
know,that howfoever the Law was indeed given by the 
hand of Mofcs, yet as the truth of thofe pro miles which 
were fhadowed out in the Law is accomplifhcd, and 
fulfilled in Jelns Chrift, fo the grace and power of

That I might reapeiome fpirituall fruit amongft you, 
as I havedo^e amongft ochcrGentiles-in feeing the hap¬ 
py fucceffe of my preaching the Gofpcll to youjand glo¬ 
rifying God the more in your full coaverfion, and fal- 
vation.

For that gracious acceptation of God, whereby he 
accouatcth us as righteous in his fight, through the me¬ 
rits of his Sonne, is revealed to us>in and by this Gofpcll 
ofhis*and the fenfe and afiuranee thereof, groweth in us 
according to the increafeofour faiths which faith of ours 
gives usalpirituall lifeinhim^accordiug to that of the 
Prophet Habacuc, The juftlhall and doth ever Jive by 
his faith. 

Neither is there any other way of juftification,or life, 
but by this faith- for, as for the workes of men they are 
altogether fin full j and fucb, as lyc open to the judge¬ 
ments of God; fince both by his word, and by fenfible 
experience,the wrath of God is declared, and denoun¬ 
ced again ft that univerfall ungodlincflc, and onrigbte- 
oufneffe,which is in men; who fupprcftc the light of that 
law of God, which is written in oature it felfe; and 
though they cannot but know what they ought to doe, 
and leave undone, yet they lmothcr this truth irfthem- 
felves$and give way to their ownc widtedndfe. 

In which cafe it is not for man to plead ignorance; 
for God hath in the very principles of nature, ingrafted 
Inmans heart, a certaine knowledge, both that heels, 
and that hce is juft, and holy, arid powerfully and hath 
thereby plainly convinced man of thefe generall trutbes 
concerning himfelfc. 

For thofeblefted attributes of God,which are not to 
bedifeerned by the fenfe of man, namely his eternali 
power, his infinite goodneffe, wifdorac, juftice, mercy, 
and the truth of bis dcitie, are ever fince the world was 
created fo clearcty ftene, and made knowne by the vi- 
ftblcacd mighty worke of his creation., and government 
ofall things* as that thole which will not hereupon ac¬ 
knowledge them, are left without all exculc. 

Becaufc*, rhat when by chefc meanes, they knew fb 
much of God, as thefe naturall principles would reach 
unto, they did not accordingly glorinc God after the 
proportion of that light, which they received j neither 
were thankful to him, who was the author and giver of 
all t hole good things they injoyedj bnt gave way to their 
owoe vainc imaginations, and mifconceits; concerning 
him • and fuffcred their fooliih hearts to be over¬ 
whelmed with the dacktieffo of ignorance, and erronr. 

Profeffing thcmfelves to be learned and wile In thefe 
worldly and naturall things, they became very fooles in 
r&fpc&efJbirituaUand heavenly matters. 

And inucadofthofc fpitituall apprehenfions, which 
j they fhould have had of the invifible God, and that 

\ glory. 
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glory, which they llxould have afnibed to him, as an 
immortal!, and infiqtte Spirit, they framed to them- 
(elves images ofhira, like to a corruptible and mortal! 
roatvoriikc to birds and fourc footed beafts,and creeping 
thmgSi 

Wherefore, God (od the other fide) in a juft punifli- 
raent of their gtofleidola trie, (as plaguing one fin with 
another,) gave themover to their owne undeane lulls; 
wherewith they werc.tranfpoited into fneb unnaturall 
beaiUmefle, as chat they dishonoured and abufed their 
owne bodiesbetwecnc themfelves. 

Thofc, who inftead of acknowledging that truth, 
which God revealed to them, in his mightie, and glori¬ 
ous workes, worfhiped him, and conceived of him, ac¬ 
cording to the lying fancies of their owne brainc, and 
ferved, and bowed down to ihofe bafe creatures, giving 
more adoration to them, then to the Creator, &c. 
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God, into an image made 
like to corruptible mao, 
and to birds, and fourc 
rooted beafts.and creeping 
dungs,

But ye are now ready to fay,that thcfcaccu fat ions and 
reproofcs arc not meant to you Jcwes, buc to other pro- 
faneand wicked nations. Be not deceived, wharioever 
the Spirit of God faith in the Scriptures, it fpcaketh to 
them unto whom that word of God was given . and 
therefore more cfpccially to the people of the Jcwes ; 
intending that by thefe genera 11 taxations of macs wic- 
kednelTe,every mouth fliould be Hopped ; St that all the 
world fhould be convinced, as giulty before God. 

Therefore, certainly, finec all mankinde is thus cor¬ 
rupted, it mu ft needs follow, that no man can bee /unifi¬ 
ed, and acquired before God, by thole workes, which 
he can pretend to doc, anfwerablc to the Uw of God; 
for the law rather bindes us over to death , in that the 
onely effeft thereof is to (hew us our fins, 8cio convince 
uaofit 3 and thereby to lay us open to the wrath of 
God. 1 1 

l 

But now, if any man would know how hce may come 
to Band righteous before God 5 the cafe is fully cleared; 
there is an Evangelical! righteoufncfte, which cocfifts 
not in the workes of the law; which is confirmed by 
rhereftimony of Gods Spirit, both in the Law, and the 
Prophets. 

Even the righteouCncfie both given, and accep¬ 
ted of God j which is by faith in Jcfus, Chrift* which 
faithj is that cffc£tuall in ftrument, whereby wee receive, 
apprehend, apply Chrift, who is true, and perfeft righ- 
tcoufiicdc unto all them that belccvc ^.whether J elves 
or Gentiles; for, herein God maketb no difference at 

all. 

For, both all men have finned, and come fhort of that 
perfedfc obedience ,| whereby; they fhould gloxifie God, 
and of that juft ce, Which God accounts ocely, and true- 
iy glorious • and therefore have need of 4 Saviour. 

And, being in this calc, have no way to bee/niliited, 
but by bis gracious, and free acceptation, and aeqnitaJJ 
wrought and obtained by the redemption that is in Jc¬ 
fus Chrift. Whom 
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, Whom Cod the Father huh ordained, and fee for th - 
to -bee that - Mediator, whofhould make a foil atone* 
aienc for mankinde, through faith in bis bloud • and 
who fhould make known?, and apply that his alfofficient 
fatisfaftion/or the rcmiffion,evenof thofe fumes,wbich 
wet etfdtninitted before his conaming in the flefh • die 
expiation whereof could not bee made by any legall la. 
ctificeSjbut onely-by his oblation and death, which was 
prefigured thereby; this was the raeaucs to doe away 
thole G lines, which God in his mercy, would not take 
fpeedy revenge of, but gracioufly referved them to bee 
purged by the bloud of his Sonne. 

And not onely to make knownethis mercy totljofc 
that axe gone,and paft, but alfo, to declare unto us, at 
this time, and to ail that (hall come after as, unto the 
end of the world, what is the onely meanes of our Hand, 
ing righteous before God, even faith in Chrift, that thus, 
he might beapproved to be both mod juft in himfclfc,in 
accepting of none but thofethar are righteous ♦ andalfo 
a jtitfifier of every one (and him a lone) tbacbelervcthin 
his Sonne Jefus. 

Whar diulfeofbo* fling then can any of us have in (for 
[elves, whether Jewes or Gentiles ? if Gentiles, in oor 
civil 1 juft ice* aaddf jCWfcs, in our juft workes ? furcly 
pone at alU AM boaftiog is utterly excluded; but bow, 
or upon what ground is our boafting excluded ? furely, 
not upon the ground of our workes: for,if by our workes 
we dJUfld fulfill the law, wee fhould have caufe ofboafc 
ing in our fclves; bat upon the ground of faith, fornow 
chat we are juftified thereby, upon the free acceptation 
ofGod,wehavenecaufeatall to boa ft iaourfelvcs,but 
mbun alone. 

Let this conclu fion therefore bee firmely fctdownc, 
that a nun is juftified, not by the workes of the law, but 
by fakh onely. 

Neither is this ju ftification proper, and peealiar to 
one nation onely, but is common to the bcleevers of all 
nations, thorow the world j never thinke therefore that 
this mercy is confined to the Jewrsoncly • no, the grace 
of God is not limited to them onely j God is not the 
God of the Jewes, but of the Gentiles alfo.

T Here is but one way of juftificarion; as it was with 
Abraham,who was our father according to the flefh, 
fo it is with usjand bow will you then fay, chat the cafe 
flood with Abraham ? had he no benefit by his workes? 

Surely I mu ft needs yeeld the cafe alike in all; and as 
for Abraham, therefore if hee were jollified by the me¬ 
ric of his workes, he bad caufc ro glory in himfelfe$ and 
nor in God; but hee never fought to glory in himfclfc, 
but in Godonely; and therefore he was juflified not by 
workes, but by faith. 

For what faith the Scripture ? Abrahambelecved 
God in his promifes, and that faith of his apprehending 
Chrifl, which was promifed, was accounted unco him 
by God for righteoufnclTcj fo as Abraham upon his be. 
leefc, was reputed no lcfle righteous, then if hee had ful¬ 
filled the law. 

Now, this reputing juft mu ft needs be an aft of favour, 
and grace ; whereas to him that eamethoughc by wor¬ 
king, the recompence is given, not out of grace aodia- 
vour,buc as Of due debt. 

And David alfo , whofe authority is juflly (acred 
amongft you,(b defer ib« our righreoufnefle,as one that 
meant to exclude workes from the power of jollifying; 
for when bee would foe forth the bleflednefleof a man 
juflified before God ,hce deferihes him by the imputing 
ofrighcoou fneffo without workes* 

Sayingjblefled are they whole iniquities are forgiven, 
and whofe finnes are covered- and not, bleffed are they 
whofe good workes are many and great. 

That ye may well foe this righteoufhefle, and blcflcd- 
nefle is not by works,buc by faith, conGder, that circum- 
cifion is the nrft workc chat is required under the law, 
and that this blelfodnefle belonged ro Abraham, nor 
upon bis circumcifion, but before, even in his unci rcum- 

ciuon* 
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cifion; For wee fay, chat Abrahams faith was accounted 
to him for righteoulbelTe. 

But when and m what eft ate was it fo accounted to 
him? when hee was circuracilcdj or whiles he was unrir- 
cuatcifed? ye are cafily able to fatisfie your felves in this- 
and know, that it was not when hei was drcuinciledjbui i 
long before,even when he was uncircutnciled. ! 

And hee received this outward markc, and ligneof 
the Sacrament ofcircumcifion,as a fcaleand full con¬ 
firmation ofthat faith which he had before whiles he 
was uucircumcifed * God would therefore have him 
juftifi^Iby faith before hee was circumcifed, that hee 
might be the father ofall that are faith full, though uncir- 
cumrifed; that his example might fbc‘w,tbac righteouf- 
neffe is and may be fo imputed unto them alfb,without 
any outward drcumcifion,

And that hee might be the father of the circumcifed, 
of thole (Itneane) which are noconcly outwardly, and 
formally circumcifed, but truly and inwardly,and who 
live the life of that faith which Abraham had being yet 
uncircumcifed. 

For the' promile that was made to Abraham of the j 
inheritance of the land of Canaan (by which abater in¬ 
heritance was figured) was not made to Abra bare, be. 
caufe he had merited it, by keeping thelaw,but becaufe 
hee had bekeved God, and had obtained the righteouf- 
neflfe of faith. 

For If they whichtruft to the fulfilling of the law, be 
heires of the fpicituall bleffings of God, and lo the inhe¬ 
ritance come by workes, then faith is to no purpofe,nei¬ 
ther is there any ufe of it; and fo thole prorailes, which 
arc made to thebeieever are vaincand ulclcfie 5 neither 
could any heart finde comfort or affurance in it ftlfe* 
for as much,as it fhould be convinced in itfclfe of an ini- 
poffibiiity of keeping the law, and thereby of attaining 
eternal! life. 

Becaufe howfoever to thole which arc upright, and 
perfeA,the law might, and would (hew the true way of 
life, yet to thofc chat are Gnfull and corrupt (as now all 
mankindeis)it doth nothing, but aggravate their evill 
conditions for whiles it fhewes them what they ought 
todoe, and gives them not ftrcugth to do it, it impleads 
them guiltie before the judgement feaceof God; lince 
that having the knowledge of our dutie, aud not perfor¬ 
ming it we Atone intogreaicr condemnation: for,if that

I his,who doth knowingly,and wilfully offend. 

Therefore, fincc if the inheritance were by workes, 
faith were ofnoufc, and the promifes to no purpofe, I 
dojufUy conclude,that it is of faith,that ic might be of 
Gods grace, and not of our earning, and that the pro- 
mile might {land in full force to all the feed of faithful! 
Abraham,not onely to the Jew es, whichHand upon the 
priviledge of the law, but toall thole of J ewes and Gen- 
tiles,which follow the faith of Abraham, who is the fa¬ 
ther of all us beleeverS, in what nation foever; as it is 
written, I have made thee a Father of many nations. 
The father, I lay, of u$ all, not natuiall but Iprriraall, 
notin refpefi offiefh, but in refpe&ol that intereft 
in that God, in whom hee beleeved; confidently rely¬ 
ing upon the promife of that God,who (hee well knew) 
was able to quicken the dead, and by his mighty word, 
is able to make thofe things to be which are not. 

Who, when there was no caufe or reafbnatall(in 
nature ) why he fhould hope, yea,when alUhings feemed 
to crolTe thepoflibility of any hope, yet even then bclee- 
. ved that hee lhould have the honour of being the father 
ofmany natioos,according to that word which God had 
laid unto him: That his feed lhould be as the ftaires of 
heaven. 

And being ftrong, and vigorous in faith, he regarded 
not the imporencie of his owne body, which was, as it 
were, dead in refpe# ofany defires or powers of genera¬ 
tion jbeing now about an hundred yeares oidjneither yet 
the deadnefle of Sarahs wombe, which. was long before 
paft the ordinary poflibiliry of conception. 

And therefore this faith of his in the truth of Gods 
promifes was accepted of God in lieu of perfect righte- 
oufhefle. 

Now this cafe was not intended to be Abrahams 
alone, neither was it recorded of him onely, that his 
faith was fo imputed to him. 

But iris meant to be extended unto all us the fonnes 
of faithihll Abraham, to whom there lhallbe the like 
imputation offaith to. rigbteoufiielTc, if wee do truly 
beleeve in that God^who railed up Jefus ourLordjfrom 
thedead. 

Who was delivered to death, for the full latlsfaflion 
for all our finnes^in that he paid for us that debt,which 
wee weieneverabletohavedilcJwxgcdi and was raifed 
up fromthedead forour jollification; in that hereby he

How modi more, then, being row accepted of him, 
as friends and fonnes, and fuftified by hisblood from all

F6r,lctno matvthinke that fin began to have bis being 
together with theLaur; no, finne washefcrc there was 
any written Law to forbidir j and the fame a< 3 s-which 
arc forbidden tnthe Law, were both formerly doiw,and 
formerly finfull; Bur finne was not fo knownc, and ac¬ 
knowledged by thccommittersof it*’ nor fo ftri#Iy acd 
feverely imputed to them,by God, as rrwas,artd is,fincc 
the Law was given. 

' Hevccthelefle,tbat finne was in the world before, ap. 
peares Efficiently, is that death, which is tfaeeffe&of 
finne, raigned and raged over all mankinde, even from 
Adtej'the fir ft man, till Moles, under whom the Law 
was given j raigned, I lay, even over very infants, that 
badilot actually finned, as Adam did, andoverthofe 
ignorant Gentiles, that had not received a dire& prohi- 
bition, as Adam had* which Adam is the type, and fi- 
gureofthat fecund Adam,who was tocome; in that the 
nrft Adam was the original! of onr natural!, and earth¬ 
ly being; the fecond Adamofourfpiritua!l,and hcayeu- 
lyjard as by the firft finne came into the world, To, by 
the fecond, came rightcoufnefte. 

Biit yer,the refemblancc betwhtt the firft, and fecond 
Adam, isnot roexqnifiie,as that itadmittethnot ma- 
ny differences and exceptions; 1 gram there is much dif¬ 
ference betwixt the bringing-in of finne by the one, and 
ofgrace and righieoufneflte, by the other; bur this diffe¬ 
rence is to the advancement ofChrifls part; for the grace 
ofChrift is much mote powerful! to jollification, and 
lalvatipn,thcn the finne of Adam was to condemnation: 
infoniuch as the author of char graceis more potent,then 
theincanes of that depravation 5 If therefore through 
the offence ofone,many be dcad,tnuch mote,&c. 

There is befides a difference of the extent of the finne 
j in the one,and the gift of the other; that gift doth more 
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inlarge ii fclfc,thcn that finne; one finne did in the juft 
judgement of God bindeus over to condemnation; but 
the free gift: and grace of God acquires us from many 
fioneSjUntO juftifi cation. 

For, if by one mans offencc(who was the Grft Adam) 
death, through the meanes of that man had power over 
all tnankinde; much more (hall the grace arid gift of 
righteoufnefle of JefosCbrift,(Godandman,)obtaine 
etcmalUifcjUDto all them which have received abundant 
mercy from him. 

So by the rigbreoufnefle of one ( which is Chrifi Je- 
£us) the free gin of grace, and righteoufhefle came upon 
allmen(ifoncly they belceve) unto that full juftification 
which (hall be to their cverlaftipg life. 

For, as by thedifobedienceof one man a all the many 
foones of Adam are made ftnners, bv tbe imputation of 
his finne,ro all bispoftcrity,and by that infe&ion which 
be tranfmitred unto them; fo by the obedience of one 
(which is Chrift) (hall all his many faithfnll ones be 
made rigbteoos j both by the imputation of his juftice, 
and by the worke of his Spirit, gracioufly teniiing,and 
fluidifying them.

Fot* yee are not under the condemning power of the 
law j. but, under the grace, and mercy ofGod accepting 
you in Chrift. 

What then ? fhall wee therefore take liber ty to finuc, 
becaufe the law hath no power to condemne us for fm, 
and wee are allured ofgrace and mercy from God ? God 
forbid. 

Know ye not that there is fuch a contrariety betwixt 
God and finne, that ye cannot poffibly ferve both.

S Uch is the cafe, not of my fclfe onely, but of all thole 
that are (as lam) regenerate perfons ♦ there is there¬ 
fore dow no condemnation (howfoever there may bee 
much trouble and vexacion,)to them which are in Chrift 
JcluSjbeing ingrafted into him,aD<l made one with him- 
who,howfoever they may be tranfported into fome fin- 
fall a ft ions ,by the ftxcngth ofa temptation, or by their 
owne frailtiC) yet in reipeft ofthe trade, and courfe of 
their life, walke not after the guidance and motion of 
their corrupt nature, but of the holy Spirit. 

For the efficacie and power of that good Spirit 
which giveth life to all faithful! ones, applying unto my 
foule the blood and alL&fficient merits of Chrift my Sa- 
viour,hath fee mee free from the tyranny of fane and of 
death, fo as neither of them fhaUbeablcto pxevailea- 
gainftmcc. 

For that perfect righteoufnefle , and juftification 
which I was notable by realbn of the weakenefle of my 
flefh to attaine unto, by fulfilling the Law- God hath 
gracioufly wrought out for mee ; who lent his -owne 
Sonne to take upon him chat nature oFoun, which our 
fane had mifcrably corrupted; and to make a full fatil- 
fa&ionfor fmne-and withal! to take away thatguilr,and 
power of ftnne, whereby it bound mee over to con¬ 
demnation. 

Thac the perfeft riebteoufoefle of the Law might be 
impntedtb ns, as fulfilled by us, in that it was by Chrift 
fulfilled for us, which live not accordingto the motions 
of our fafoll nature, but according to the motions, and 
directions ofbis Spirit. 

For they that are merely hatorall ahd carnall men, do 
minde andafieft earthly and carnall matters; bat they 
that are regenerate ,and fpmtuaH,muide andafieift holy, 
fpirituall,heavenly things. 

Andthcendof them both, is according to their di- 
fpofition,and afie&ionjfor the carnall nrfftae oftnan can 
have no other end then death* thither it leads, andtfaere 
it leaves him 3 but for a man to be fpirituallyinindcd is 
the certaine way to life, and eternall peace. 

Neither can the carnall man looke for any better ifluej 
forhisaffedions, and defires are no better then mere 
enmity againft God; utterly rebelling againft the Law 
of God,as thofe which neither are fhbje& unto it,neither 
indeed (whiles they io continucjcan be, 
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So then thofc that arc-mere unregeneratc men cannot 
poifiMy pletffe God. 

But ye are not un regenerate and carnall men, but re¬ 
newed, an J fpirttuallj ifiblft'that jjeehavc the Spirit of 
God dwelling in yt>u, bowfoevdr* yee have withall 
rite reminders of yuur tlomipt nature Hill abiding in 
you. Butif anyfoanbave not the Spirit of God, whereby 
Le/sreouecfimvardly, what profeffionfoever he makes, j 
yet he is none of his.

fed reftautation of our bodies, and glory of our foules. 

Forhowfocver wearc, for the prcfeijr, alfli&cd,and 
in our fenfe diftrefled;yet in a(fured hope wee are laved- 
and havealieady this falvation laid hold of by the power 
of our hope- But therefore wee muft nor looke for a 

prelent 
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prclent difchargcand fruition ; tor hope is not of things 
already poflcffcdjQO man hopeth for that which he pre* 
fenilyinjoyeth. 

But our hope is of abfcnt and future things • and if 
wee do hope for fuch bleflednefle to come,then do tree 
with much patience digeft the prefent evils, and wait for 
the deliverance, and glory promtfed and provided for 
us. 

And howfoever wee of our (elves, arc full of weak¬ 
ness,yet we have a ftrongbelper-for the Spirit of God 
fuccoiireth, andrelieveth our infirmities; and whereas, 
wee(as ofour fclvcs) know not what to pray for/or how 
to pray, as wee ought, the Spirit of God aids us by his 
gratians worke in us; ftirringup our drouzie, and dull 
hearts to make powerful! applications to God, with 
(ighes and gcoancs that cannot be cxprdTcd. 

And that God, which is the onely fcarchcr of the 
heart,finding his own Spirit to fend up thefeprayers,& 
liipplications in us* cannot but accept ofthofeholy mo¬ 
tions and requefts which are made by the fame Spirit,in : 
the hearts of his Saints* as knowing that they proceed 
not from our naturall defires , nor tend to the fulfilling 
of our owne lufts,but arc according to his mod holy, and 
blcficd will. 

And wee.well know that all the naileries and evils 
which wee are (object unto here below,through the gra¬ 
cious fan&ification and improvement of God, worke 
together tor the good and benefit of thofe which love 
God; which happy iflue of their calamities,“doth not 
befall them, as out of the eificacie of their owne wile- 
dome, and providence, butby the good hand of God, 
who hathclfr&ually called them, and decreed them ro 
glory. 

For thole whom God did io his eternal! counfcll, 
owneforhis, out of that corrupt malic of mankinde, 
thole did he pre-appointandprcdcfUnate to be confor¬

For what doth that table of the Law require, but that 
wecHiouiddonoiU toour neighbour (implying alfo 
therein thofe pofitive duties which wee owe to his 
good) loue therefore, in that it withholdsus from wor¬ 
king any ill to our neighbour, doth herein fulfill the 
Law. 

Which duty and holy affeftion,as it is ever feafonablc^ 
fo now efpccially* fince wee know upon what times we 
are falne j timesof danger and tryallj wherein it is very 
needfbll that wee fhakeoffour dulncfle and fecumie, 
and be fo much the more forward in grace and obedi- 
cncc,by how much we draw nearer to that goaleof glo¬ 
ry and falvation, then when wee firft began to feeleeve 
thcGofpcll. 

The night of our ignorance, and uiitegeneratian is

Ndasfor raee, brethren, I, when I came unto you 
to preach the Gofpell ofGed, did not come to you 
with flourifhes of vaine eloquence, nor with the per- 
fwafions of humane wifdomc and learning, as I fee the 
falfc teachers do, to iniinuate themfelvcsthe better into 
your tnindes. 

For (howloevcr I were able to Know and difeourfe 
with the bell of them, as having becnc trained up at the 
feet of a learned maftcr ) yet I refbjved to let goal! rhat 
fecular skill, and lo to bearc my fclfe amongft you, as if 
I knew nothing elfe in the world but Chriftand him cru¬ 
cified. 

And I was amongft you in much mcekoelTe, and hu¬ 
mility, in manifold infirmities; in much awe of that 
great and weighty charge which I fuftained, in much 
feare of thofc many, and fpightfull machinations of 
mine enemies, againft tnee. 

And my fpeech,both in my private cxhortations,and 
in my publiquc preachings, was not curioufly plaufible, 
as if I would winne with words of humane eloquence, 
and wit; but in plaine and powerfull exprefliom of Gods 
Spirir,(peaking in mec,and working in you,by mec. 

That fo your faith might not red, and depend upon, 
or appeare to be wrought by the force of mans perfwa- 
fion, or wifedome, but by the mighty power of Gods 
Spirit, 

Yet let no man thinke it is out of our difability, that J 
we fpeake not in theft high frames of wifedome, which 
others Co much wonder ar; for both we can,and do Ipeak 
deepe points of wifedome, and divine knowledge, a- 
mongft them that are attained to a meet perfc&ion of 
skill to conceive it; Yetnocpointsofcarnall, and fecular 
wifedomCjfiichasthc world admires,and the great men ; 
ofthisworId(whovaml'handcometonothing}are wont I 
to affeft. 

But wclpcakcdivine wifedome, even the deepemy- 
ftericsofthe Gofpell of God , which hee hath hid from 
the eyes of the world; even that which concernesthe lai- 
vationofman, by his Sonne JefusChrift maiufcttcd in 
the flefli^which Gofpell of his,,'was ordained by him be¬ 
fore the world was, as the meanes to bring us to his 
glory. . 

Which none of the great rulers of this world,Herod, 
Pilate, the High Priefls, and the other Govcrnoursof

Flee fornication; Every fmneofa man, though it de¬ 
file the committer, yet leaves not a dired blensifh, or 
taintupon the body ; but rather ftaineth the foule prima¬ 
rily, and the body only by relation^but he that commits 
this finne offornication doth diredly and immediately 
finneagainfk his owne body, in nuking it one with an 
harlot.

A S concerning thofe queftions, which yon propoun¬ 
ded to mcein your letters,concerning (ingle life,and 
marriage; I anfwere thus; Ic were better for a man, if 
he could containe, not to touch a woman; the Angle life 
is very expedient, profitable, commendable to thofe 
chat arc fit for it. . 

Neveichelefle, becaufe every man is not able to con- 
raine* to avoid fornication, let every fuch man as cannot 
aetaine hereto, have his owne wife; and let every fuch 
woman havrfeerowne hufband 
.Andlet every fuch huiband, in a fober and modeft 
manner, tendcronto hiswife thofe due rejpe&s, which 
penainc to i|ic marriage bed, and iikewife, the wife un¬ 
to the hufljand. 

The wife hath notpowerofher owne body, to with 
hold and deniethe lawfull ufe thereof to her hufband, 
or tpimp ar ciiiunto any other ;but the hufband only, as 
he is her head, hath power thereof, &c. 

Refofe not to give unto each other thofe dues of con- 
jugallbetievdlehce, whidi ye owe one to other, being 
there to required; neither doe yee e (Iran ge your felves 
from mammoeiall converfation, except ic be with con- 
fenc, fora time; that ye may give your felves to the fb- 
lemneexercife of fading and prayer; andrhen convcrfe 
together agaioe; left Satan takeoccafion and advantage 
by over long refraining, to tempt you to incontinency.

from theft moleftations; neither do I urge the contrary 
in cafe of your difpofition to marriage.

Whicharefalne upon the very la ft age of the worldj 
ft) as thole things which were done fo long fince, in the 
very firft ages ofrhe Church, are ftill warnings for us in 
; thefe liteft times. 

Let no man therefore glory in hisowne ftrength, or 
fccurely prefume upon his owne abilities; but kthim 
thatthinkesheftandeth,and applaudes himfelfe in hts 
owne abilities, take heed left he fall. 

Now upon thefe examples of Gods judgements, and 
thereproofeofyourfinnes; I would not have you too 
much deje£ted,and difeouragejd; for, if you have beene 
mifearriedwich temptations, nothing is befalne you 
herein more then is incident into other men; rather, 
have carefcl! recourfeto God, who is faithful! ip the

cate yourowne good cheere, not expeftingyour poorer 
brethren, and fo one is hungry, and another is-dsunkeru 
If ychave a auode to feaftyour fclves, Sc make choife 
Ofyourguefts, have ye not your o woe private houfes to 
cate, anjldir hike .in ? Why doe ye defile the Church of 
GotTwith thefc paitiall and immoderate banquets? why 
doe ye defpife and frame the poore, that have not whei-.

Yetfinde this a manifeft difference betwixt you & thofe 
infidels* from ; whom ye are fevered;. yee Chiiftiaoshave 
thejSpirit of God, they want it; and for a try all of both, 
know, .that whofoever fpeakes evill of the name, .of 
Chrlft. that man cerrainlyhath not the Spirit of God, 
gut is ftiilan infidel;and contrarilynoman can acknOw- 
Iedgc,and profuffe Chrift to be the Lord, and ftand out 
for the maintenance of this truth, but by die holy Ghoft, 
ifflot-regenerating, yet at Ieaft dominating, and infoj- 
migghimtherein. 

Now there are diverfities of gifts, diftributed to men 
in the Church,but there isonely one, and the fame Spi¬ 
rit, that beftowes them upon men, 

And there arc differeoccsof Cervices, and funftions in 
the Church, but one and the fame Lord, to whom they 
are directed. 

And there are diverfities of operations in the exe¬ 
cution of thofe ferviccs,and in miraculous workes there¬ 
in wrought; but it is the fame God,which worked! all 
in alb 

But thefe feycrall gifts by which the power of Gods 
Spirit is manifefted to men, arc given to every mao, not 
for his owne bchoofe,but for the profit of others. 

For to one is given the power of under [landing, and 
Unfolding the great myftcries of fpcculative divinitic; 
to another the right skill of pra&icall cafes, and all by 
oneacdthefameSpirit. : 

So alfo is it with Chrift, and his Church; hecisthe 
head, they are the feverall members, and all make up 
but one myfticall and compleat body. 

This 
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This onc-ncfTe of oursmay well be fecne in tbofe Sa- ; 
craments, which are common to Gods Church - for by 
one and the fame Spirit of God, working with, and by 
the outward elements, are wee baptized into the com- 
tminion of one and the fame Church • whether wcebe 
Jchvs or Gentiles, bondor free j and areal! made par¬ 
takers of the fame Sacramental! cap , and thereto of 
the fame blood of Chrift, by the working of the fame 
Spirit. 

For the body doth not confiftofonc member alone, 
but of many, feverall limmcSj and parts. 

Wee do not defpife the leal! or worft part of the bo¬ 
dy, yea rather,by how much more mcancuefic ot fhamc, 
there is in any part, fo much more carefull are wee to 
deck it, and drefle it with more coftly , and comely or¬ 
naments. 

Pur God hath given us that natural! inftin& and in¬ 
clination,fo to regard the frame and temper of thele bo¬ 
dies of ours, as to giuc more honour to, and to take 
more care of thole parts, which are the moil despicable. 

Now yc are that fpirituall body, whereof Chrift is the 
head; and arc the feverall, and particular limmcsand 
members of that body. 

And God hath let and appointed men in feverall 
rankes and degrees in his Church; hr ft ApolUes, then 
fecondly Prophets, bothfuch, as by revelation fore tell 
future things, and fbch as can wifely and skilfully inter¬ 
pret the Scriptures j thirdly pallors and teachers, Sec. 
thofethat are helpers to the iickc and poorc; thofe that 
are skilful! in government, thofe that are induedwvith 
diver ftties of tongues. 

Amongft all thele, affeift yee moll thofe gifts which 
may make moft for the edification of the Church, and 
regard notfo much oftentation asufc,and yet behold,! 
am now, in the fequell, propounding to you a more ex¬ 
cellent way then all tbefc,even the way of charity; which 
is moft worthy of your purfuit.

So then for as much as ye CorimhL-ns are zcalonfly 
defirous of fpirituall gifts, labour nor fo much for t-hofc 
indowments, which may make you admired of'men, as 
for thofe which may inableyouto edifie the Church of 
God.

But now,all our ftay and comfort, is, that .Clniftis 
rifen from the dead; and is fo becomne the fir ft fruits of 
them that fleep in death, as that,the veictie of his refut-- 
roftion extends unto aft his that lie in their graves, and. 

that 
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that they by the power thereof (hall neceflarily follow 
him, in riling to life; 

For,as in the firft Adam, who was the firft fruits ©fall 
his dying generation, we all diejfo in the (ccond Adam, 
which was the firft fruits of thofethat rife from the dead 
we all (halt be made alive; Adam brought death upon 
mankindc* Chrift, life and refme£tion.

mittingitjl was willing to communicate unto them 
the courfe which I held among the Gentiles; bur not id 
open hearing, but privately, to thofe which were in 
cliiefe account; via, Peter, James,and John; left by any 
meanes I fhould have beene thought to have gone a 
wrong way to worke, in myminifterie. 

But (o ordered I the matter, that not fo much as Ti¬ 
tus, who was with mein that journey, (being! Gentile 
and a Grecian) was compelled (notwithstanding the am. 
portunity of fome) to be circurocifed. 

And that chiefely,bccaufe of fome falfe, brethren of 
my nation,the Jewes, who were fecrctly, and under¬ 
hand broughrin,and let, as fpics, to prye into that li¬ 
berty which we have in Chrift Jefus; whereby wee doe 
juftly hold our fclvcs freed from thefe legal! ceremonies 
and obfcrvances ; and laboured by their inforceiiient,to 
draw us unto that bondage of the Moiaicall law, from 
which we were delivered by Chrift, 

To whom we yecldcd not an inch, nor gave fub/e&i* 
onforfo much a$anhoure,but oppofed them effedu- 
ally. that ye might well finde that it was no other, then 
the truth of the Gofpcl,which wc had delivered to you, 
and that ye might refolvc to per lift therein. 

But of thefe great Apoftles, who carried much fway 
in the Church,and feemed perfons of eminence, what* 
foevet they were, all is one to nice • God doth not ac¬ 
cept of any mans perfon (as more regarding him, be- 
caufe he is great, learned, wcll-lpoken) even the bed of 
them in conference, added nothing to mee, nor caught 
me£ any thing that I knew not. 

But con t taxi wife, when they faw that I was made the

And ,vhen Peter, JjmeSj and John, who werejuftly 
accounted to be the pillars of the Church, perceived 
thar great mcafurc of graceful mercy, which God had 
vouchlafcd unto tnce, in fo miraculous a call to my 
ApoAIcfhip, they did willingly admit me, and Barna¬ 
bas into the fociccy,and partnership of this great worke* 
contenting that wee fliould go to convert the heathen, 
and they the Jewes. 

Thus wee went about our great and holy raslcej but 
when Peter was come to Antioch, where 1 was, I with, 
flood him openly, and profefledIy; becaute indeed hee 
was worthy ofb!ame,and oppofirion. 

For, before that, certaine j'ewcs came thither from 
Jamesj hedid familiarlyconverfeatmeales 1 aud upon ail 
other occafions, with the Gentiles, as making no diffe¬ 
rence betwixt them and Jewess but when thole Jewes 
were come to him,from James, he withdrew and lepa ra¬ 
ted himtelfc from the Gentiles, as if they had beenc un- 
cleanc, and unfit to be converted with; belike fearing 
the ofFetioe of thole Jcwcs which were newly come unto 
llim. 

And tlje other jcwcs which were with him before, 
following his example, diflcmblcd alio with him, and 
withdrew thcmfclves from the Gentiles, infomuchas 
Barnabas alfo (my companion) began to be drawn away 
with them. 

Bud when I faw that they halted thus; aud went not 
fincerely on, according to the truth of the Gofpell 
■ (wherein wee have learned chat the partition wall is bro¬ 
ken downe, and thar in ChriA there is neither jew nor 
Gentile) 1 faid boldly unto Peter before them all; If 
thou being naturally borne a Jew,liveftin a free fafhion,

the fttiAobfervation of the Jewifh rites.why doeft thou 
compell thofe, whichare borne Gentiles, to live accor-

Thus I Paid to Fernand that juftly and truly* How is 
it then? if wee leaving our confidence to be juft tried by 
the workesof the Law, and Peeking to be jufiiiied by 
Chrift, be yctPoundtobeefinnersj lliall wee therefore 
fay that Chrift came to ftrip us of that righteoufnelle, 
which we might have hoped for in the Law,and to leave 
us as fmfull and polluted men, under the ftate of finne, 
and death? God forbid, thac wee Ihould teach fiich do- 
flrine. 

For,as for me, I havealwaies hitherto- preached the 
death and abolition of finne, by the power ofChrifts 
death, and if I fhould now preach die power and pre¬ 
valence of finne, over the foulc (notwithftanding thac 
death of Chrift) I fhould build up that, which I have 
formerly deflroyedjand make my felfe juftly cenforable. 

Itis not the juflice of Chrift, that voidsthe Law, or 
dilabies it from juftifying u$ ; no, it is.thc Law it felfe 
that kits her followers alone. I my felfe by the power 
and rigour of the Law } am a dead man to theLaw* info, 
much as it condemnes mee for nor keeping itj and puts 
me out of all hope and confidence in my felfe, or it* chat 
I might fceke unto God, for that life of faith, which is 
onely to be found in,and by Ch rift. 

As my Saviour wascrudfied, fo am I crucified with 
him} and by the power of his death am dead to my fins, 
and corruptions: But though I be dead, one way,yet I 
live another: yet I know not whether I may properly 
fay, that I live, or rather that Chrift lives m mee* for 
as my foule animates my body, fo Chrift animates (asit 
wcrc)my foule^and moves and workes in me^nd die life 
which I now live, ; is not a carnal), but a (pirttuall lifejnot 
the life of nature, but of grace, wrought in mee by the 
power of faith in the Sonne of God,8ic. 

Howioever other men ma y be joyning Chrift and the 
Law together} I for my part will norbefo injurious to 
the grace of Chrift, as to fruftrate it by adding a partner 
to it} for furely if righteoufnefle be to be had by the 
workes of the Law,then Chrift is dead in vaine.

And this I inferre hereupon; this being anEvangeli- 
caJl covenant, which was made before band, with Abra¬ 
ham, of biding and falvation, to be had by, and in his 
feede, Chrift; it cannot be that the law which was given 
fourc hundred and thirty yeares affer,fhould difanollitj 
and make this fo antienr, and fame a promife of none 
cfleft. 

For the law and the promife cannot both Hand toge¬ 
ther; if rightcoufneffe and (a Iv at ion be by the workes 
of the Law, then it is not to be had, by vertuc of the-pio* 
mile; But God gave it to Abraham, by promife; there¬ 
fore not upon workes. 

If the promife then were lufficient; wherefore fcrves 
! the Law? why came that lb ]ong_aiWr,if the promile, 

! made fo long before,wcre enough to lave men? fa rely 
rhereaie other ufcs of the law, and other oecahons of 
the delivering of ir. As (for one) the law was given to 
[ bridle and rehraine the tranfgrefijons of men; tofhew 
! them their (innes and irnperfe&ions, that in a ftnfe of 
tbeir vilenefle,they might feckcunto Chri(l,who isthat 
feed in whom the promife of the blefling was both ! 
made andaccomp]imcd; and this Jaw was ordained and 
given of God, by the miniftery of Angels, in the hand 
ofa third pcrfoa,tbat Ihould go betwecnc Gody and his 
pcople,asamelfeoger or mediator; even Moles, who 
was to take the Law from the banditf Angels, and de* I 
liver it to the people. 

Now a Mediator implies a differefleS, there cannot 
be a Mediator, where there isbtft one fide; Godbeing 
one therefore, the people muftbc the other party; and 
thereupon it will foJlow,rhat the Jaw-is fo (arre from an 
intendment of giving life, as that in the delivery of it, 
it argues a differcnce,herwixt God and his people. 

What then? is God in chafe proceedings,eoni®Sty to 
himfelfc, in giving a law and promifes contrary to each 
other? as ifhee would have fived men by the Lawfaft; 

and 
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and then altering his purpoie rejolvcd to favc them by 
his promife? God forbid; No, God is conftanr to his 
owne determinations herein. For if men could have at¬ 
tained to life by the keeping of the Law; there had been 
no ofe of the tighteoufnefleof faith. 

But now the Scriptureharh made knownctous our 
univerfall fmfulnefle, wherewith every foulc is tainted, 
and bound over to death; fo as no man can looke for any 
advantage from the law j fo as now there is juft roome 
made for the neceffary iupply of the promifesof fajva- 
tion by faith in Chrift, to be obtained of all them, that 
beleevein him. 

Bur, before this happy (apply of faith came, we were 
all obnoxious unto the law, and to the condemnation 
threatned to the breakers of it-and werefas it were)ftiut 
upclofe prifoners under the law, and referved for this 
comfottablc releafe of faith , in that Saviour which 
thould afterward be revealed. 

Wherefore the law was not intended coperfettus, 
as of it felfe, but onely to bee our Schoole-mafter to 
train us up unto the higher forme of Chrift; that by it we 
being convinced of our owne imperfections, and dan¬ 
gers, might feeke for our jollification by faith in Chrift. 

But after that faith is once wrought in the heart, wee 
arc no longer undeulje tyrannic, rigour,maledi&ion of 
the Lafr; which is as the ferule of that hard Schools 
hlafter.

Whicb 3 as it is a true hiftory, fo it is an allegory alfo 
of fpirituall things; for chefe two mothers refemble,and 
cxprclTe the two covenants; $ara,thc covenant ofgracc:

Itisafcarefull, but raoft fure word; whofoever of 
you fccke tobejuftified by the law, hath renounced the 
benefit of grace,ard Chrift is becomne ofnoeffeft unto 
him; forafmuch as the purpofeofChrifts comming,and 
allhts active, and pafifive obedience was to free us from 
the law, and rojuftifie and acquire us from our finnes. 

For we who are renued by the Spirit of God, arc by 
| the fa hie Spirit taught to expc<ft full juftificatlon from 
faith in Chrift, and not from the wo ikes of the law. 

For in Jefus Chrift, and his Kingdomc, the Church, 
neither is any man the more rcfpe&ed for his circumci- 
fion, nor Ieflc regarded for bisuncircutneifion; but eve¬ 
ry man is accepted of God, according to that mcafure 
of true faith, which he hath in him; I meane not an idle !

As the Prieft-hood is no fmall part of the law and or¬ 
dination of God, and that which is exercifedin, and a- 
bout the care and over- fight of the obfcr vations thereof;

T Hen verely, that firft covenant was altogether in 
types, and fignifications of fpirituall things, confi¬ 
ding of many ceremonies, and having an outward, and 
materiall fa n ft u ary. 

For there was a tabernacle made* in the firft roome 
whereof ( which, was next to the open court where the 
people aifembled) was the candleftickc and the Tables, 
whereon the fhew-bread was dayly fee j and this former 
roome was called the holy place,or Sanftuary. 

And within the vaile, there was a fecund roome of 
the Tabernacle called the holy of holies; or the holieft 
of all. 

Into which the High-prieft onely eorred with his gol¬ 
den cenfor * and in which was the Arke of the Covenant 
over-laid round abour with gold* within which Arke 
wercrelervcd the t wo tables of the Law^and in the verse 
whereof were kept the pot of Manna, which God would 
have laid up for a monument of that miraculous provi- 
fion for Ifrael 3 and the rod of Aaron that budded. 

And over it were thole glorious Cherubims, whole 
wings, being fpread forth, {hadowed the cover ©Fthe 
Arkc,wbich was called the mercy-fear^of all which feve- 
rall things, there is no need in this place to make a parti¬ 
cular difcourfe. 

The priefts went daily into the firft roome ofthe Ta. 
bernacle, accomplifhing thole ordinary fer vices of God, 
which were required of them in their daily miniftra. 
tion. 

But into the fecond, or inner roome of the Taber- 
nacle,went the Higb-ptieft alone, once every ycare, not 
without a folemne fieri Gee,fir ft offered, (and the blood 
thereof fprinkled about) for the expiation of his o woe 
finnes,and for the crrour$,and over-fights ofthe people.

The holy Ghoft fignilying this myftcry unto os, that 
while the outer roome ofthe Tabernacle (whereby was 


fieuified 
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fignificd the ftate of the Church under the Jaw) flood; 
feparated by a vaile from the holteflof all* (which repre- 
fented heaven) the way to heaven howfoever it were 
knowne to fome few, yet was not openly manifefted to 
the wor!d > as it was by Chrift afterward. 

Which outward roome of the Tabernacle, and the 
court leading thereinto was a figure of the then prefent 
time and condition under the old law,wherein were of- 
feted both gifts and fecrifices of all kindcs; yet fuch, as 
in, and of themfclves,had no power or vertue, to acquit 
andjuiufie him that did that for vice; andtoappeaicand 
cleare the confidence in fpiricuall matters. 

Which faid law confided, for the moft part, in the 
differences ofmeates, anddrinkes, clcane and unclcane, 
in divers wafliings and rinfings, and manifold outward 
bodily ceremonies, and rituali obfcivations, impofed 
upon the Jewifh people, untill the time of the new Te- 
ftamenr; wherein the MeAias fhould rc&ifie and re¬ 
forme, and fupply,whatfoever was amide or wanting in 
their performances. I 

But Chrift being now comae, a true and ever-glori- 
ops High-prieft, bringing and obtaining eternall happi- 
neiletotiis Churdi^athin his humane nature, which is 
a more noble and excellent Tabernacle, then that mate, 
riallone; and of a divine making, (whereas that other 
was made by the hands of ,. ¥ , 

Kcayw ith the fliecldlng, and fpunkling of the blood 
o£ whether ^batsorcalves, or any other beads, but ha. 
ving willingly ilied his o wne moft precious blood; hcc 
entred once for all into the high and holy heavens, ha¬ 
ving thereby redeemed us from (uuie,and death ; and ob- 
rained an everlaftiog inheritance for ns;

^faft is that,which gives us a prefent cofidcncein, and 
a fruition ofthofc things, which are oneiy yet in hope 
ours;and that which doth clearely and certainly reveale 
and difclofeunto us thole things, which are not difeern. 
able by the eye ofienfe, or rcafon. 

Neither, did our fore-fathers any other way firule ac¬ 
ceptation from the bands of God, then by their faith. 

Whereas the wifeff heathens have doubtfully difpa- 
ted concerning the Bate of the worM,whcthef it had any 
bcginning,and how it came to have a being;we,through 
faith, doe clearely apprehend the truth of this matter; 
and doe certainely underfland that the world was fra¬ 
med by the all-powerfull word of God; and that it was 
made of nothing; lo as of that which was not at all, nor 
had any prc-exiflencc in nature, was made this vifibie 
frame of heaven, and earth. 

It was onely the faith of Abel, that made the diffe¬ 
rence betwixt his facrifice, and the facrifice of Cab; 
whereupon God gave a fenfibleteflimony of bis accep¬ 
ting,firu tbeperfon, and then the offering of Abel; and, 
by the venue of that faith it was, that God regarded fo 
the blood of Abel, as that, after he was dead, he heard 
the cry thereof, and tooke order for the revenge Of ft. 

It was upon the frith of Enoch,that be was in an extra¬ 
ordinary, and ftipcrnaturall mancr tranflated from earth 
to heaven* without palling through the gates of death, 
which is the common way .of mankinds; and was no 
more to be found upon earth, becanfc God had.miiacn* 
loufly tranflated him, &c. 

By which example of his obedience, and faith, be con¬ 
demned the uribdeefc,and obftinacy of the worid^and 
(he wed,by his prelcrvation,that the world did juftly pc- 
rifh, for not being warned by him; whole word, if they 
had obeyed, they had efoaped that definition.

fterne'codft (wheW Jerufalem floodJ who by vertite of 
hbMediatorfhiphad in his hand that Seale, or markeof 
the living God, which in his ctemall decree is fet upon 
all htS eleA, whereby they are fealed up both to falvari- 
onin the end, and to a gratious protection till then; 
Who did by this mighty voice of his word, command 
thofe foute Angells to whom power was given to hurt 
the earth: 

Saying, hold your hands from doing any hurt to the 
earth,or fea- to die trees that grow upon the earth, or to 
thepeople that live upon it, unriilwe have fet the Seale 
of Gods merci full protection upon all thofe faitbfull fer- 
vants of our God-, whom he hath decreed to preferve.

And one of thofe glorious Saints,which ftood before

Church, the bloody Emperours which lived in thofe 
primitive times, were juftly punifhed by the hand of 
God, when the feventh Seale was opened, the.

Andthegreat Angell of the Covenant, Chriftjefus, 
came and flood, as the Mediator and High* prieft ofhis 
Church, before the Altar ofheaven, having, and execu¬ 
ting the gratious office ofhis intercef&on s and many holy 
and effectual! prayers were offered unto him, that hee 
might by his merciful!, and effe&uall oiediatiop prefent 
them to God the Father,

And thofe faithful! praiers, being fwcetned by the 
pOwerfull,and pleafing iiHerccffion of Chrift,w«e with 
great acceptation received of God, from thchands of 
Chrift his Sonne. 

And the fame Angell of the Covenant, the Sonne of 
God, who asfac is the juft avengorof the enemies of his 
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Church, (and therefore had caft the £rc of his wrath up- 
Ofl the earth, on the heads ofthofe fyrans and pcrfecu- 
tors, asalfo of thofehereticall fcducers which vexed his 
Cbmch) did Dowalfo, fo much mercy to his Church, 
from that heavenly Altar of his, caft downc the (ire of 
halyjeaie, and illumination upon his fervants on earth; 
who being inflamed and inlightned therewith, defire 
and endeavour to oppofe thofe wicked here fie s, which 
had beene broached in the Eaflerne Churches; aod iip* 
mediately hereupon followed great tumults, and roach 
oppofitioo. 

And now upon the opening of the feventh Seale, and 
thefe broyles, that followed after in the Church; thofe 
feven Angels, which God had appointed to bee the her¬ 
alds ofbis vengeance to the eartb,prepared themfelves to 
found forth the reports of thole fevcrall judgemems^and 
remarkable proceedings of God, with, and upon the 
world. 

j And the firft Angell founded; and there followed 
! great ftore ofheiefies,and very raging, firy, bloody pro- 
lecutions of them in the Church; and the third part of 
the profeffots of the Gofpell,which are the Churches of 
the Eaft, were grievoufly plagued, and infefted there- 
witbjthefeweretheherefiesof Arius, Macedonius, Eu- 
nomius, Pbotipus, Luciferians, Meflalians, Apollinaris, 
P/iCsiUiamJs,Pelagius, Neftorius,Eutyches. 

And the fccocd Angell founded, and there was an c- 
minentpart ot die Church, even that large and nurne- 
| rous Councell which was met at Ariminum for theefta- 
blifhing of the Arian licrefie, which being fired with 
that wicked contention, difluled it fe] fc into the world; 
artfa third part of the knowoe Church was infefted 
widnc,aud moucdcoa bloody perfecotion of the truth.

rors,and fupcrfticion$,which begaane to prevalle in the 
Wefterac Churches.

And the do^rines of that wicked impoftor were si 
bitter as wormwood, and did pd tan ill favour, and odi¬ 
ous diflaftfulneflc upon all that were mif-fcafoned with 
them; in fo much as thefe Inducements proved deadly 
to many thoufand foules. 

And the fourth Angellblew, and, what with the in. 
fcdionofMahumetifmeintbe Eaft, and the'corrupti¬ 
ons, and errors which beganne tocreepeinto the We- 
fterne Church,a third part of the Chriftian world began 
to be darkned, and to be ovcrfpted with ignorance,or 
mif-bclcifc,and leefe that pure light of truth, which had 
formerly (hined forth unto them. 

Whereupon I beheld, and Loc, a fwift meflenger of 
fearfull tidings was lent by God unto his Church; pre- 
monifhing Ins elcft, that they muftexpe# yet more 
grievous plagues tobcipflided upon the inhabitants of 
the earth, in the following times,at the founding of thofe 
three other trumpets that yet remained. 


not hurt the grafle of the 
earth, neither any greenc 
dung, neither any tree, hit

Cap. IX. 

A Nd the fifth Angell blew his trumpet; and I law that 
-*Vorc-defcribcd Apoftate both of the Haft, and Weft 
Church, to receive yet more power to prevaile in their 
impieties, and ambitions, and, as it were, to fet open the 
gates of hell. 

And accordingly this Apoflafie fiicceeded; fo as the 
ioftruments,and agents therein, did, by their errors, and 
impieties, fet open the way to the pic of hell; from 
whencethercarofe foch fogges ofmii-beliefe^nd erro. 
neons do&rinc, as that thereby the light of the GolpcJJ 
was much obfeured. 

And there came out of this hellifli fmoke new fwarmes 
ofSaracensinthe Haft, and offoperftitious abettors of 
ufurpation and errors in the Weft; which wafted a great 
part of th&Church; and by the fting and poyfon oftheir 
falfe dodrine, had permilfion to envenome very many in 
all places. 

Yet fo did itplcafc God to reftraine die power and 
fuccefle of their infc&ion and annoyance, asthacthey 
fhould not prevaile over thofe places,and perfb ns,which 
he inhis fccret connfell had determined jto prelerve • no, 
not even the moil weake Sc tender plants in his Church; 
but oncly over thofe men which have not the marke of 

Gods 
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) Gods particular s and gracious protc&ion fet upon 
1 them. 

And even over them alfo was the power of thefe noy- 
fome per fans fo limited, as that they fhould not utterly 
deftroy them, but opprefle and afflict them for die fpace 
of an hundred and fifty yeares after their firftfeizure 
upon every fevcrall region which they fhould infeft, at 
which time their tyranny (hould abate-the proceedings 
of which pernicious agents fhouldbeat fir A more ca- 
fie,and tolerable, and afterwards fhould grow to cxrre- 
mity^nd painfoll death. 

And therefore in thofe grievous oppreflto ns, both of 
body,and of eftate, and of foule, men (hall be fo vexed, 
that they fhall be weary of their lives* and (hall wifh to 
be freed from that fervitude, even by death it lelfe, and 
fhall not be allowed it. 

And the forme and deportment of thefe infernal! lo¬ 
cufts was altogether martiall; like unto barbed horfes, 
prepared to the battell* carrying all by a cruel! and 
impetuous violence, andbcaringdowneall oppofitions 
before them- and through their happy fucceflc, they tri¬ 
umphed as Kings; and bad the very formes of crowncs 
upon their headland they carried themfelves, for their 
owne advantage, friendly and plaufibly to thofe whom 
they meant to worke upon. 

And they were altogether effeminate in their dtfpo- 
6tions,being givenupto wantonneffc, and luff, and to 
mainrainubeir luxuric, they were immoderately rave¬ 
nous, and cruel!; by ftrong hand invading the doalini- 
ons,and inheritances of theiroppofites. 

And they were ftrongly defenccd againft all ho [file 
•ahempts: the Eailcrne locufts by- their owoe conquefti; 
the Wcfterrte, by that hand which they had got over the 
kings and princes of the carth,which were read y preft fo r 
their maintenance and fopportation • and when they 
were provoked, their preparations and threats were 
great and terrible,like to the ratlingof many charcts,and 
neighing of horfes to the warre. 

And thefe hcllifh locufts, befides their ordinary ef¬ 
fect of Wafting and fpoyliog the earth, had dangerous 
venome in them, and deadly flings in their tailes, which 
, were like to thofe of fcorpions; and had permifllon from 
] God to torment and cmpoyfoD thofe with whom they 
had to deale/or the fpace ofthe forenamed hundred and 
fifty yeares. 

And they ranged themfelves under onekingdome or 
govern men i; the Eafterne locufts under their Mahomet;

jufticc and wifdorae fee it to be time.to let them loofe

And the reft of thofc European Chrlftians and

nifie theheaveDly dodrine of the twelve ApofUes, the 
maintenance whereof is the onely glory of her, I 

And (he that had been formerly barren, wasnpw fruit, 
full, and great with child, ready to.bcp delivered of her 
happy burdcn,longjng to bring forth children untp God, 
And there appeared another ^nder in'heflvcnjfcr 
there was reprefenred to me a fearefult image'of that op- 
pofition which fhouldbe made co the Church, viz. that 
the devil! (which was rcfembled by ar great red dragon,

And the iflueofthis tyrannical] perfection, raifed by 
Satan, was filch, asthat, by this meanes, very many who 
were, and might havebeene lights to others, were mif- 
carried from their Chriftian profeftionjand drawn backe 
to Pagan Idolatry* And rhefe bloody perfecutors fa- 
gem s (or the tbcn-Romao Empire)ftood ready to watch 
for any that would,or durft profefTe the name of Chrift* 
and,(bfooneasany man did but offer to Rand out for 
the maintenance of the Chriftian faith, were ready to 
feize upon him, and to proceed cruelly againft him. 

But in fpight of all the malice and oppofition of ene. 
mies, the Church brought forth, through the power of 
tbeGofpell, a mafeuline iffaeoftrue and faithful] pro- 
feflors 5 in whom Chrift was truly formed anew* even 
ChriftmyfticaU, that Son of God whofbould rule over 
the natioqsj and in whofe right his members partake of 
the femcrgfr>ry; And chiibleffed blue of hers was taken 
into the iperiall protCftionof God, and in their feverall 
times glorified with hin£ 

And the Churchthe faithfull profefiors of Chrifis 
name, being after this, pcrfecuted, were glad to retire 
ihemfckes imo deferts, and fojirary places, where the 
providence of God had prepared maintenance, and fafe 
prote&ron for them* where they continued during the 
heat ofrhat perfecution. 

Andtfid Devill, the arch-enemic of mans falvation, 
faded ujrwatrcagainft Chrift and his Church-and there 
was a vei^grcat ar.d fore confliift betwixt Chrift, and 
his faithfullTorvamson the one parr, and Satan, and his 
complices gb the other.

rannicall ftate goe about to juftifie their teaching and 
ulurpationby ftrange and wondeifull miracles. 

And this fpiritualltyran deceived the inhabitants of 
the earth by thofe miracles w hich bee bad power to doe 
in the prefence of the fubjefts of that great Empire; and 
caufed the people to renew, and receive a new reftored 
fpime, and image of that long vacant Empire of the 
Weftywhich had received that deadly wound by the 
fword of the Hunnes, and Gothes, and Vandalls. 

And he had power to pur a new life intothat new re¬ 
ftored image, or fhadow of the ancient Empire; that it 
fhould bee abfecodoe the wonted adions ofiifc; and 
make Lawcs for itsowne governmenr,and the eftablifh.
